As I hinted at New York, when I took in the 
John Willys luncheon, I am expecting the old master 
to return to the leadership of the company which he 
organized back in 1907. This election seems to prove 
that I am right in my way of thinking. 

That the election of Willys means a determined effort 
on the part of the company to shake off the receivership 
shackles is most apparent, for on the new board are 
such old reliables as Harry Tillotson, who has made 
carburetors for W-O for many years, W. B. Stratton 
of New York and H. J. Leonard, who formerly headed 
Stearns-Knight, when it was a W-O subsidiary.

IF, AS AND WHEN Willys-Overland comes out of 
the receivership—and I think it will not be long now 
before this objective is attained—it will show the re- 
markable vitality of the old concern. It might be re- 
marked that Studebaker, too, is taking the final steps 
that will also take it out of its receivership. 

I have every reason to believe that both Studebaker 
and Willys-Overland will come out with flying colors, 
which will set up a precedent in this great industry of 
ours. Never before, in my recollection at least, has an 
automobile manufacturing company come out of a re- 
ceivership. Now there will be two, most likely. Officers 
of both corporations are to be congratulated.

Code next week there is little definite informa- 
What Now? tion from Washington as to just what 
the fate of this document will be when 

the time comes for its renewal or revision. Common 
sense would seem to dictate a third extension of the 
code in view of the fact that plants at the present time 
are working at break-neck speed to meet orders and any 
meddling with the present schedules of employment 
would certainly not be in the best interest of national 
recovery. This is particularly true in view of the fact 
that no definite action has been taken in respect to the 
National Recovery Act as a whole by this Congress and 
that the Supreme Court has indicated a willingness to 
pass upon the validity of the present legislation at an 


early date.

Labor, as represented by the American 


Labor’s Federation of Labor, is insistent that the 
Demands’ wage and hour clauses of the code be re- 
Pushed opened when the extension period expires. 


In Washington, however, it is not expected 
that President Roosevelt will agree to reopen the code 
at this time, although he has definitely expressed the 
opinion that the present code is unsatisfactory in several 
respects.

With January pretty well over the hump, 


January it would appear that the production total 
Output for the month will fall a little short of 
290,000 the earlier estimates of 300,000 units. 


Just how much is problematical. Some 
plants have not been able to attain the rate they had 
anticipated at the beginning of the month. This has not 
been due to any disappointment in demand, but rather 
to the mechanical delays in getting settled down to new 
model production. The first month of the year may 
come closer to 290,000 or even a trifle below that. 
February will unquestionably make up the deficit, since 
by then all production kinks will be straightened away 
and in many cases schedules have been set well above 
the original January estimates. Ford, for instance, has 


boosted the original February schedule of 110,000 to 


130,000 units. This figure marks the highest monthly 
production of V-8’s to date as well as the highest month- 


ly production of any Ford model since June, 1930. In 
that month Ford produced 150,000 Model A’s.

Preliminary reports gathered from 80 
January key cities by R. L. Polk & Co., for the 
Sales first ten days of January, indicate regis- 
120,000 trations of new passenger cars alone for 


the month, in the United States, of ap- 

proximately 120,000 units. This total would be about 
95 per cent above the same month a year ago when a 
total of 61,242 new passenger cars were registered. In 
this connection it must be remembered that last year 
production delays due to labor trouble had a serious 
effect on January registrations.

Low Price turn Chevrolet the leader in new pas- 
Battle senger car registration race during 1934, 
Narrows if the present rate continues. In combined 


sales of passenger cars and trucks this 
company is now leading by a wide margin, while up to 
now Ford has had the edge in passenger car registra- 
tions alone. Latest reports showing 11 months plus 32 
states for December place these two leaders only 207 
units apart and Ford still holding the lead. However, 
the December figures show Chevrolet well ahead of 
Ford in the 32 states and, if the ratio holds true in the 
remaining 16 states, it is beyond question that Chevrolet 
will be returned the leader. This battle during 1934 has 
been most interesting. Chevrolet got away to a bad 
start in January last year with 7,223 against Ford’s
